..... BUT PLEASE JOCKO

As they say in the advertising columns . . . It's on 
lale everywhere . . . National league umpire Jocko Con- 
lan's story "My Life With The Managers" in the June 3 
edition of the Saturday Evening Post.

In the teaser, under the title, the Post editors inform 
the reader that this is the story of "The National League's

senior umpire," telling "of his 
clashes with such fiery man- 
"agers as Durocher, Frisch, Ha- 
ney, and Hutchinson." Expect­ 
ing to get the real low down 
on what really transpires be­ 
tween umpire and manager on 
the field you suddenly discov­ 
er, midway through the article, 
that Joqko Is a frustrated ball­ 
player who's advice to man­ 
agers, when taken, will make 
them the greatest mentori in 
the business.

BUSH LEAGUER SOLLY
When Solly Hemuf first 

started managing In 1959 Jocko 
noticed that be would send his 
initial sacker to talk to his 
troubled pitcher, then the sec­ 
ond baseman, and so on before 
Solly would make the jaunt to 
the mound. Stalling to give his 
reliefer more time in the bull- 
pen, Jocko says. Then . . . Joc­ 
ko writes:

"So I went to him (Hemus) one day and said, 'you 
know, you're a bush-league manager when you pull stunts 
like that, I can show you how to act like a big-league man­ 
ager if you want to be one. You know when your pitcher's 
ready to be taken out, don't you? You've got to telephone to 
rail the bull-pen coach. Why do you need all those men 
going out to talk to the pitcher? I am not going to allow 
all those men to march in and out and then have you come 
out there yourself.' "

The fiery ex-shortstop agreed with the senior umpire. 
That initial year of Solly's saw the Cardinals finish in the 
second division . . . Hemus had promsed Jocko that he 
wouldn't go out to the mound again ... he just ordered 
Jiii pitching changes from the bench.

DUROCIIER 'QUIET' FOR TEN YEARS 
As for present Dodger coach Leo Durocher Jocko 

states that the Lip must have "forgotten" when he kicked 
him in a recent "contest" in Los Angeles. Leo's memory 
lapsed the senior umpire relates for he had been in reality 
a condesending and quiet manager for some tgn years until 
his end in that capacity with the Giants ip 10r/5.

This writer cannot blame Durocher for the past attitude. 
No one likes to take advice every time he questions a de­ 
cision. As for the shin-kicking episode Leo probably wanted 
to rediscover his early years as a manager with the Brooks. 

So great a player was Jocko, as a White Sox with Chi­ 
cago in 1935, that the managers of the Sox and St. Louis 
agreed to use him as an umpire when the reglilar caller 
had collapsed with a sunstroke. From then on Jocko, re­ 
iterates it was just a.questkfn of time before he beeame a 
regular ump . . . his work was so good.

MANAGERS NEED NO UMP ADVICE 
Jocko's ability as a National League umpire is not 

questioned here. His honesty is beyond reproach and his 
accuracy is comparable to a Geneva timepiece. He's in a 
league with Judge Landis of baseball immortality. As a 
teacher of managers he's infiltrating a department of base­ 
ball he knows nothing about.

Managers have the GM, owners, and general .public to 
contend with and were they to listen, like Jocko wants 
them to, heaven help baseball as we know it today.
